Safety Is a Science 


It is proposed that the Edmonton city 
council give consideration to the appointment 
of a qualified safety engineer to advise all 
civic departments and to deal with traffic 
problems. 

It is a sound and timely proposal, and one 
which this paper has urged on many occas- 
ions during several past years 

The Edmonton Safety Council and its 
members have done an excellent job of 
awakening safety-consciousness in the 
Edmonton public. Their work should con- 
tinue with the fullest financial and moral 
support. 


But while the enlightenment of the public | 


in regard to safety measures is an essential] 
and perhaps the primary part of any safety 
campaign, temporary or continuing, the fact 
remains that safety is a science and only a 
safety expert can get right down to the 
actual job of eliminating those factors which 
cause accidents, traffic or other. 

The field of safety engineering is a highly 
expansive one. For safety is not only a 
science, but an exact science. It is no longer 
experimental. It deals with the prevention 
broader basis than 


of accidents on a much 
the mere exercise of caution. 

The trained safety engineer can show 
what hours of the day and what conditions 
of all kinds contribute most readily to 
accident. He can cut down the accident rate 
by controlling, as far as possible, the con- 
tributary circumstances of accident. 

The employment of 
engineer would put scie i ority and 
experience behind Edmonton effort 
reduce the accident toll, not only in traffic, 
but in every phase of city life.

The Incarnation

A recent statement issued by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
| gives the following figures for 
iM6. Gross National Production 
(Le. market value of all goods and 
services produced in Canada dur- 
ing the year), $11,417,000,000. How- 
ever the National Income 
only amounts to $9,464,000,000, 
which means there is a deficiency 
in the rate of flow of purchasing 
power of $1,953,000,000, 

It should be apparent to Mr, 
Milner that as the total income is 
almost 2 billions less than the sales 
prices of tota! production, it is im- 
possible for wages, salaries and 
dividends received to buy back all 
that is produced. However, if the 
goods representing this difference 
are exported and a similar value of 
goods is imported in exchange, 
there will be the same deficiency 
of purchasing power to buy these 
imports as there was to buy the 
goods which were exported. It is 
this deficiency which the price dis- 
count and the national dividend 
are together designed to overcome 

Major Douglas is the outstand- 
ing economist who has pointed out 
that the “rate of flow” of purchas- 
ing power is always less than the 
“rate of flow” of prices, Stephen 
Leacock, whose repuiation as an 
economist is somewhat less than 
it is as a humorist, did not believe 
this truth; nor do many other
